THE OTTOMAN EMPIRE. 
Tie news that the opposing armies 
intend to enter Constantinople and: 
that it is proposed to pareel European 
Turkey among the allies on the basis 
of race division must cause reflections 
jas tu the character of the. Ottoman 
Empire.’ The Turks are of Tartarian 
ot Scythian extraction, and this 
appellation was first given them in 
the middle ages as a proper name, 
it being a general title’ of heiour to 
all the nations comprehended under 
the two, principal branches of Tartar 
and Mongol, who, therefore never 
use it as a proper name of any purti- 
cular nation, The Scythiam or Tartar 
nation, to which the name: of Turks 
has been peculiarly given, dwelt 
between the Black and Caspian seas, 
and first became known in the seventh 
century, when Heraclins, Emperor of 
the Enst, took them into service, in 
which they so distinguished thcm- 
selves by their fidelity and bravery 
in the conquest of Persia that the 
Arabian and Saracen Caliphs had nt 
only select bodies of them for guarde, 
but their armies were composed of 
them. Thus gradually getting the 
power into their bands they set up 
and dethroned Caliphs at pleasure. 
By this strict union of Turks with the 
Scracens or Arabs fhe former were 
brought to embrace the Mohometan 
religion, and both enlarged. their con- 
quests, but 23 the Turks became 
supetior to the Saiacens they subdued 
them. ae
